is. the best in the world. In fact, it 
was devised here and has been copied 


“by most of the leading nations of the 
. other continents. The United States has 


done more than any other nation to 
encourage inventive genius, and, as a 


:Tesult, this country has taken the lead 


in useful inventions, particularly in in- 
ventions of a mechanical nature.
